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NOTE: Applicant's arguments have been considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the dword in Chen is processed 
by the target transceiver and therefore, Chen does not teach dword to be ignored by internal logic of transceiver. Examiner disagrees as 
markers are used by target transceiver for locating data blocks ([0023]), but they do not represent data or header as shown in Fig 2 (218, 
220, 222, 224 are markers). Therefore, the internal logic of transceiver that is responsible for processing data/header ignores markers as 
markers do not comprise data/header. Applicant further argues that Chen does not teach sequential modification as BC can be changed 
by any number in a given cycle. Examiner refers Fig 6 that shows change of BC in accordance with clock signal. BC can be changed 
sequentially (i.e., 4, 6, 10 or 10, 6, 2) for three cycle. Examiner understands that change of BC may not be always sequencial in Chen, but 
there is at least one instance in Chen when BC modifies sequentially. Applicant further argues that there is no motivation to combine Chen 
and Umesh. Examiner disagrees as page 5 of final action on 11/14/2006 provides the motivation for one ordinary skill. 
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
